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"The difficulty experienced by a 
iitudeni In sclcctlnfr the line of work 
vhlch will benefit him moat Is one of 
tho i^rcateiit problems, confrontine 
cduca.torH toda>%" so^ld Dr. Gordon 
l.aini; In his address before the Mc- 
Olll Canadian Club yesterday aflor- 
jioon In the Moyse Hall. 

Dr. I^iini; was Introduced by his 
lifo-lonR friend rmd follow Ki-ndnatc 
of the University of Toronto. Dr. 
Stephen Leacock, who declared 
McGill was greatly honored by 
l>alnK'« presence .and ll gave 
much pleasure In IntroductnR 
former chl&f, as Dr. wb« Doun 

of the Faculty of Arts at McGill be- 
fore his departure to the Ualtcd 
states. 

"Arts students," said Dr. L-oacocK, 
"will alwayw have a permanent re- 
minder of Dr. Ijiilns's work while at 
McGlll by virturc of Saturday morn- 
InB lectures w^hlch were Instituted 
(durluK tiie laticrs reiflme as Dean. 
J I wuK even rumoured that the Doun 
was contemplating .Sunday lectures 
l)Ul Sir Arthur Currle fortunately in 
lerfered . 

In opening his addresK Dr. l^lnB 
jilalcd that It was indeed a groat 
jiiciuiure for him to be back agoJn at 
IvIcOill and wished to congrutiilatc tho 
])ii-»ent sliidfnlK in Arts on their 
acqulstion of .such ii fine l)ulldlnK as 
the Moyse Hall and also in the re- 
construction of the Old Arts IJulld- 
I'.ie. This however w«8 rather un 
forlunute uh he could no longer find 
his way about the buUdlns nor locate 
ilie position his old office roomorles 
oi lioom five and the subterranean 
imhsage to the Principal's office wero 
.-.till with him. 

Jlc had olton been approached Ijy 
alumni and told that it was sacrilege 
10 destroy such a land murk as Sir 
William Dawson's old classroom 
namely tlin niucli caved and battered 
Itooin five. TIiIk show of sentimuiil, 
said Dr. Lialn(;, was unfortunately .is 
nlumni are too 'often allowed to bo 
ciu-rled away by their sentiments. 

Fin(- buildings do not inak<; any 
university ajid at AlcUlU according lo 
the Bpeaker there arc tbreo things i»n 
a higher 'plane than buildings and not 
to bo found In many other colleges 
l.oEides McGllI. namely the McjGIll 
spirit and loyalty, Uie inilative and 
finally the hlg'h Ideals of education 
maintained. ■ 

The stuiidurd of ucholarship at Mc- 
Clll le second to none and the cur- 
riculum in force In Arts gives Uiu stu- 
dent a wide range of studies that hu 
may specialise In than Is UKually the 
i.'aae In oth(# unlversitlos. 

This aelectlnj: of course*, brought 
Ur. LAing to the main theme of his 
address, 11 being the hardest problem 
that the univ«ridtles have to contsr.d 
with . 

Too many atudontu take up work 
which completely rufns tlielr whole 
career, declared Dr. I^alng, and after 
ihùs has been dune It Is very diffloult 
to remedy the evil. 

Public opinion is turning against a 
college oducation and professors are 
never satisfied witli the curriculum 
ill force. Onr of the Invorltd indoor 
.sport-B of aoy faculty 1« reviaing the 
';uprl«ulum. 

Dr. X>alng then cited varioum ex- 
.impies of the types of «ooperlmentF 
whicli have buen madi: al .siJfh uni- 
vcr«ltlo« a>' Anihornt, Dartmouth «jid 
Harvard, tho tendency being to nuilte 
the System of teaching in a college 
something totally distinct from that 
which goes on In the ordinary .schoo;. 

Let Uio student only get more In 
touch with his professor and break the 
barrier which seems to exlat betwoon 
them and everything will bo done to 
aid thu student in ..the problems which 
come up from time to time in tho 
course of his college. 
/ In conclusion Dr.. l4aiug advised 
everyone to select the work in which 
he was interested and for which ho 
had tho most capability aj^i there 
would bo no danger of his eve/gotting 
the ri|Kht ,traalc.

The stage of the new Moy.so Theatre 
received It.s first real trUil yesterday 
afternoon on the occasion of the prj- 
sent.ation of two French plays by the 
p.Iayors of the Porte St. Martin Com- 
pany of Paris. This company, on their 
tours as well at home, have been ac- 
customed to very complete stiige fit- 
tings, and that tho stage in tho Moyse 
,Hb11 Impros.sod them as favorably an 
It did is no small tribute to the^uccess 
of those who designed the stage and 
those who composed the crew yester- 
day afternoon. 

These latter were the members of 
the class of English 13 (Dr. MacMll- 
lan'B course on the technique of the 
drama) and their experience yesterday 
afternoon no doubt proved of great 
value to them. They performed their 
duties very satisfactorily, under tho 
direction of the stage manager of tho 
Porte Si. Martin Company, who had 
brought their own scenery with t.hem. 

The lighting effects were particular- 
ly Impressive. In the last act of Cy- 
-ano de Bergerac, Uie Ilghta were gra- 
dually dlmm(Ml as requlrt-d. controlled 
by llie gigantic switchboard to the 
.•iido of tho .stage. The stage is equip- 
jed with four rows of border lights 
In additions to flood lights, and spot- 
lights projected from tlio rear of the 
Iwll, which make it moro completely 
fitted out than many of the large 
city theatres. 

The scenery for the first play was 
sol before the curtain went up at 2.115, 
and then the stage crew busied thcm- 
selve* getting the scenory for ihi- .se- 
cond act in reitdinesK so that a mini- 
mum of delay woa occasioned. Cer- 
tain of them were detailed to look after 
tho curtains, while others looked after 
the lighting switchboud, the others 
acting as somewhat Indlffircnt trans- 
lators of the orders which followed in 
quick succession from the stage mana- 
ger. In spite of the misinterpretation 
of a feiw ordera, matters ran very 
smoothly, and the actors found little 
lo complain of. 

The stage Is fijied with four stan- 
dard sets of scenery, which were not 
used yesterday as the Company 
brought their own scenery. Drop cur- 
tains, an asbestos curt.aln and steel 
ffac-proof doors make up a most com- 
plete coBiplomont o*" stage fittings. .

Tho .student only has a 
few houis each day and if he devotes 
these to work other than hia studies he 
'■X sacrificing the .supremo motive Cor 
a college education: lo become edu- 
tuled. 

McUill prominent visitor oxprcssud 
himself as strongly again.si iho abund 
ancc of Intt-r-colloglali- cvonUs thai 
take place .among the universities 
These are carried out with the heariy 
approval of the alumni and it is their 
influence which makes it so difficult 
to secure .a lessoning of the usual 
features. 

"Sports, and other activltius. If 
kept In subordination lo the student's 
purpo-so of gelling an education, are 
essential. 1 believe that intra- mural 
sports are a good thing," said Dr. 
Laing;, - He proposed that these should 
displace, to a large extent, Intercol 
leglatc events, and said that he had 
hoped thai the n/lvent of professional 
football would lessen the great inter- 
est displayed In the now well known 
college rixturea.' 

Dr. Laing has had varied opi>or- 
tunltles to delve into all features 
which affect the welfare of the slu 
dent. He is today regarded as a pro 
minent educator. A graduate of To 
ronto University, ho was for a time 
Dean of tho Faculty of Arln at .Mc- 
GllI and is now Dean of Graduate 
Studies In North^vcstern University, 
Chicago. In this capticlly he has gain- 
ed an extensive knowledge of educa- 
tional conditions In the United Stales, 
as well OS In Canada. Ho Is at tho 
present time making n visit to .McCill 
iind yesterday afternoon addressed the 
student body In tho Moyso Mull under 
tho ausplcf'H of the .McGIII Catiadliui 
Club. Dr. Stephen I.eacocU, who is 
II ri old friend and fellow student of 
Dean Laing, arranged for. his return 
here.

The Party loft the Kngineering Build- 
ing by buss at 9.30 a.m. re.-1/ihing the 
lile.nt by '1.30, and Immediately com- 
menced Uic'r Inspoclion . 

This pla.nl supplies quite n. largo per 
cent of tlio power lo Montreal, threu 
separate linos carrying it to Ihe city 
at a potential of 66,000 and 70,000 
volts. Besides this another line sup- 
plies power lo Massena.. New York 
at a potential of 12,000 volts. Thu 
generating plant comprises of eight- 
Icon unils oach of 10,000 IC. V. A. 
the head of walor at Ihe plant be ng 
th rty feel. Kaoh of Ihe eighteen alter- 
nators has a separate D. C. generator 
supplying the exciting current nt 220 
volts. These small generators are 
equipped with intcr|)0lcs and nru each 
driven by a separate Induction motor. 

Besides these machines then; are 
s:x aijxllary A. G. genorator.s of 
about 1Û0U K. V. A. capacty. Tho 
power from those Is used to drive the

EXODONTIA DEALT 
WITHinPEAKER 

Dr. T. Asselin Delivered Ad- 
dress to Dental Students 



.\t n largo turnout of DentJLl Stu- 
dcnlK In the As.soiiïbly Hall last night 
Dr. T. A.sselin delivered a very Inter- 
csl ng paper on ISxodontla as mot with 
'n Dental Practise, lie stated that one 
fifth to one tenth of the pat ents re- 
ceived were for tooth extraction, ii is 
important even in this ago of suc- 
cr/.s.slul anacstesla to receive tho 
pat ent with sympiithy and d iplomacy 
as first Impressions counted consider- 
able, a thorough examination of tho 
leoth should be made .as often the 
patient would point to an upper 
tooth as tho cniiso of tho ache '.yheroas 
It was a lower tootk that was affected 
Too vlgoiirous prab'ng was dangerous 
and the X-ray could not always bo 
depended on for diagnos a. 

Thorough sletllsation of iristruments 
was ncces.sary as infectaion could be 
easily spread, moreover lie preferred 
No^'.T cain to Cocnino since Cocano 
is affectod by heat In sterilisation, 
whereas Novacain s not. 

After selecting tho proper forceps, It 
should be gently applied to the tooUi It 
should be insorted deeply into tho 
gum tissue to enable as gxiod a grip on 
the tooth :iK possible. Only .such 
force should be applied lo the tooth 
as would enable tho opuratnr to see 
at all limes the f eld of operation and 
cause no movement fnstor thun the 
eye could follow. Ho stated oxperi- 
ence would train tho fingers .and the 
sense of touch would onaljle o;ie to 
deliver stress in the d rectlon of least 
résistance. 

Dr. Asselin siHsaklng of Anaesthos a 
stated that Novacain was the most 
advantageous for Ihe over.ige case 
Nttroiia Oxide htui considerable mcr t 
it W4U) easily admin stored with nesll- 
giblo aÇler effects. Spouk'ng of Uihor, 
ho stated It was better lo iulnilnlstor It 
lo children than to lose the r confid- 
ence by using force In extracting a 
number of teeth. Ho did not lulv so 
the givin(g of other by a fani'ly Doctor 
unless he was reputed skillful in this 
operation . 

Concornlnig the extraction of teeth in 
the worst stage of Pyorrhea, he ad- 
vised not oxlrncllng all the teeth at 
one silt ng but rather In a nuinbor 
Ml' sittings as lh« (rackets open into 
llio system, the sum total of these 
often causing a pat'ent to bronk down 
after a general extraction.

!»pe,ak French. This, no doubt, is to 
.some extent accounted for by natural 
llmidlly, but If students of French 
were given proprr opportunities sucli 
a.s are .afforded In pro.sonting plays. ; 
great deal of that timidity would bo 
overcome. He did not restrict this to 
Ihe study of French, but state<l that 
continual practice In amateur thcatrl 
cala give.s the student confidence n 
his ability to express himself, no mat- 
ter whether in Engll.sh or French. In 
addition to this, he remarked, whero 
could one find a better way of study 
ing the works of tho groxi iVa.y 
wrIghts than by presenting the plays, 
and studying tho characti;r whoae 
omotlonB one Is called upon to ex- 
press? Time spent on theatricals in 
this way, he sLated, is far better spent 
than If it wore devoted to the more 
mechanical .itudy of boohs. 

M. Magnier w.os p!oaso<I to he,ar thrit 
the Porto St. Martin Company woto 
the fir.st to present plays In the new 
Moyse Theatre, which he praised very 
highly both for its beauty of doslpn 
and the comii>lelenoss of Us stage ap- 
pliances. When Informed of the pmc- 
Ucal way in which French Is taught 
In McQiil University, both In tho lec- 
tures and extra-riirrlcular activities 
he confessed considerable surprise, and 
gave his assurance that if yesterday 
afternoon's performance did anything 
to sllmulntc thoatrlcal.s at the univer- 
sity, ho and every member of his com-

Australia and South Africa have al- 
ready complete autonomy as re 
gurds .amendment. 

As announced In yesterday's Dally 
the .N'ow Humphrey Cabinet Is com- 
posed of the Hon. WlUard Bowes, 
Hon. Cleorge Stark (Trade and Com- 
merce), Hon. Bernard Alexander. 
Hon. Miller Hyde. Hon. Ken Slra.s.

Theae and other sup- 
porters will attempt to cause the plis- 
sage of the amendment by logic, 
argument, and oratory.

.Bertrand Russell ~ . 

PHILOSOPHICAL CLUBt 

Picks Scepticism as Outstand- 
ing Characteristic of Rus- 
sell's Philosophy 



"The IMillnsophy of Bertrand Aut- 
scll" was the subject di.icussed by Mr. 
D. A. MacVlcar in his address to the ■ 
Phllruiophlcal .Society in tho ArVt 
Building last night. The meeting at- 
tracted the Largest number of mem- 
bers .lOf far this yc-ir. and a lively dis- 
cus.ilon follownd tho principal .address'. 

Bertrand Russell i.'i a malhematlcian,., 
.a philosopher, and an education^laU& 
The outstanding oharacterlstlëW^R!!^ 
philosophy Is .-icopiicisni. He 1.-» not 
sure of nnythJng, so |.i constantly 
rhaoKlng hl.i view point. In one of bin 
mo.^t recent bowks "What 1 Do Be- 
lieve" he states ho 1» a pacifist and 
denounces a narrow n.itionalism. 

.Mr. Russell's plillosophy is not a 
changeless one As the study and 
thought have progressed, his philoso- 
phical views have undergone a good 
deal of modification, particularly In so 
far as his theory of knowledge and ' 
view of the universe is concerned. The 
changes in Mr. Russell's philosophy 
represent a continuous tearing away of 
non-essential elements and the réduc- 
tion of tho universe to an ever, dimi- 
nishing con.oittuent. 

The first stage at Russell's pblloaa- 
phy la prosented In his book "The 
Problems of Philosophy". Knowledge 
l.s there defined .as a "relation be- 
tween mind and some other entity 
other than the mind which knows," At 
this stage of his phllosoph yj ihelrwio g -i- 
nlses tho existence of at'^leSSS^'fou? 
different kinds of enUtlos. (1) Know- 
ing minds (2) sense data which are 
known by acquaintance (3) unlversals, 
some known by acquaintance, some by 
description, (4) physical objects which 
are known by description. 

The second stage of Russell's philo- 
sophy is to be found In the volume 
"Our knowledge of the External 
World." In this book he attempts to 
reconstruct the world from a minimum 
of matter materials with the minimum 
of assurptlons. The change tn his 
philosophy from that outlined in hIa 
first work Is chiefly that whereaa In ; 
the former work he was prepared ia ' 
assume the existence of a physical ob- 
ject i. e. a table, though it jWaaUuiown 
only by description. Nov^îîe^lsr àiî- 
verse to admitting any such entities 
other than those which we experience 
In sensation. The existence of these, 
unlike that of the cable. Is fleeting and 
momentary and probably does not con- 
tinue j,after:^sen8atlon has ceased. X 
phyatcai' object Is merely a logical con- 
struction from tho different appear-

ibeglns to become dormant, satlsfiod 
->vith its past achiovoments? 

Harvard Univorsity, perhaps the 
Oxford ot the American continent, is

pbildj. In univorsitios is far from tlie 
^perfect education. This seat 
raing is now sponding large 
Imoney in developing the £ng-

If we undergraduates nrc, what our

.tblo leaders. A eollogo curriculum 
should so bo arranged as to engender 
the constructive and creative Ideon of 
its pupils. \Vc should not be taught 
merely, but we should be taught how 
to apply ourselves to problems that 
arise In a moment; not how to solve 
questions that appear In a textbook, 
but how to apply those methods to 
everyday exigencies. 

It would not do a bit of harm for 
the educative leulers of Canada to elt 
down and ponder the change that liar 
vard is making by adopting tutorial 
claascs. It might do a lot o( good. 



Lord Rector At 
Si. Andrews

Dear Sir, The other day, 1 received 
a letter from a student at St. Andrews 
University, Scotland. Tho following 
pxtract might, I think, prove Interest- 
ing to McGlll students. It deals with 
the nertorlal celebrations when Nan- 
sen paid his first official \i8lt as Lord 
Hector of the University. Tho writer, 
naturally, has no Idea that I might 
end part of her cplstle to your august 
paper; probably the distance which se- 
parates us will be my only salvation 
from concrete results of the wrath to 
come! 

On Tuesday afternoon we 

ftdjourneil !o the station to meet Nan 
son at 3 p m. The time of waiting was 
enlivened by snatches of song (this 
sounds as though I was quoting the 
"Dundee Advertiser"!) and alarma and 
excursions on the part of the men. 
They tried to dislodge us from our 
jiORt of vantage on the stairs with the 
aid of squibs, but we stood firm. The 
train, decorated with ribbons and polar 
bears, arrived at last amid great en- 
thusiasm. Nansen was almost lost In 
the crush, big as he Is. He stood on 
my foot well and truly as he passed 
upstairs but I took It as an honor. 
Along with Principal Irvine and vari- 
ous members of the Studentc' Repre- 
sentative Council, he got into a car- 
raige wihoh was dragged at top speed 
to University House (the Principal's 
residence) by a team of men students. 
AVe followed full pelt until exhausted, 
when we took a short cut and arrived 
n time to greet him. ' He made a very 
neat speech and assured us of a long 
one the following day. Here .1 may 
say that we are universally delighted 
with him as Lord Rector He is bo 
appreciative of «verythtng. He will 
probably come back before his term of 
office Is up In JtZt. 

At night (7. SO p.m.) we held a torch- 
light procession, starting from the 
quad, via University House and St. 
Mary's (the Divinity College) and fin- 
ishing with a huge bonfire of the 
torches at the Market Cross. I wore 
a very abbreviated tartan kilt, sweater 
and scarlet tain-o' shanter. It was 
tremendoux fun. We darteed wildly 
around the bonfire and succeeded In 
getting extremely hot and dirty. We 
made a hurried dash to the Hall'Cnete. 
The women's residence) 'for a wash and 
change when I garbed myself (still 
abbreviatedly) in a . black Folly cos- 
tume and bolted for the Tvjfn Hall 
where a fancy-dress dance was being 
held at 9 p.m. I enjoyed it alt tre- 
mendously and danced with vigor till 
1 a.m. Next morning, I may say, I 

felt a wreck! But I L and 1 

managed to arise in time for the ser- 
vice in chapel at 11 a.m. Dundee stu- 
dents were over for all the functions.

In the afternoon we assembl- 
ed in the quad of St. Mary's Mtd "pro- 
cessed" in a long line to the Volunteer 
Hall where the Inauguration was to 
take place. Nansen wan duly capped 
L.L.D. Before the .ceremony the be- 
Jants were "passed-over" in tlje time- 
honored way and shoes, socks, collars, 
and tics filled the air! He gave an ex- 
I'.ellent address, which lasted an hour 
cind a quarter. Hie theme wae that 
of "Advance" — Barrle's and Kipling's 
has been "Courage',' and "Independ- 
ence". Both these qualities, he said, 
wore necesaary for "Advance". An Im- 
portant 'sub-thenie' was "Adventure". 

After the speech, about half-a-dozen 
people — wall-known explorers and 
adventurers — were capped L.L.D., 
amid much ribald mirtb from "US" and 
frequent Interpolations of "Ygoua", 
(note.

At night the big Rectorial dance was 
hold in the Men's Union.

IS AGAIiCIIALLEIIGEO 

Vermont Cynic Deplores Pub- 
licity to Winning Teams 



'Mice a good muny others, the Ver- 
mont Cynic is beginning to doubt whe- 
ther the present over-cmphuals paid 
to football Is Justified. In an editorial 
headed "Oladiatorlal Tralninp Schools", 
the Cynic has the following to say: 

The football world Is much stirred 
up at the present time by the Harvard- 
Princeton break which but last week 
oann- out of a clear sky ai^d filled the 
front |)!iires of new.spapers through- 
out till- country. We are led to doubt 
whether or not the existence of foot- 
ball a." played today among the Amer- 
ican colleges is justified. When athle- 
titcs, which arc^^pposed to be a side 
issue to the inlwecTOal development, 
for which inoKl coll<(,'f-H were organ- 
ized, occupy the best space in our large 
dallies, we begin to think about this 
<luestion. 

?: No doubt the famous gameR that are 
played each fall among the larger col-- 
leges mean far morn to the masses 
than do the ratings of the competing 
institutions, with reference to their 
development of the intellect. To them 
the school with the championship team 
is the best school. If anyone were to 
start a ijollcge today and wishfcd to 
succecHl quickly, it would pay him to 
hire 2C or 30 A grade athletes,, ejn- 
phuKlzing football ability In his choice. 
Then he should proceed to get the 
championship of the Kast. Providing 
he had the equipment and reasonably 
good faculty, ills institution should 
soon l>e crowded. This formula would 
satisfy tlie general run of people, but 
of course the institutions of today 
were not founded to supply Saturday 
afternoon entertainment to the popu- 
lous. In spite of the popular concep- 
tion of them as places where the "rah! 
rah!" boys originate, they do attempt 
to turn men and women out into the

"For the students or for money?" asks the Queen's Journal in an edi- 
torial in tho latest Issue of the official newspaper of tho students of Queen's 
University. The Queen's students. It points out, are not taking kindly to the 
fact that both games in the play-off of the throe-cornered tic are being playe<l 
away from Kingston and that the venue of the games w.-is dccldcil on as Mont- 
real and Toronto before the draw for the byo was made, Tho gist of it all, 
thinks the Journal, Is tliat intercollegiate sports have cnnio pretty much to be 
a money making proposition. 

"Money seems to be casting an omnlous shadow over the spirit of 
Queen's and Intercollegiate sport. 'Twero bettor Quocn*» confined her ac- 
tivity to Inter-ycar and Intcr-fnculty games, If money be the only object in 
participating In the Intercollegiate Union" says the Journal In clo.slng. 

Now, wo do not know whether money la casting a shadow over tho 
Queen's spirit, but there docs seem to be something in tho statement that It la 
coating a shadow over Intercollegiate sport, which, an far as this season is 
concerned, has slunk in many shadows. College football started the season In 
a shadow and now with tho filthy lucre entering Into the plot it is going out 
In the same cloud. 

The Intercollcglfltc Union when chooKlnK Monlro.il and Toronto for the 
two games probably did so out of conslderatio-n lo liio public, but, as iho 
Journal points out, not to tho Kingston public and certainly not to tho Queen'.s 
students. Should the public come before the ntudepts .when college teams arc 
playing and why should studcnt,s pay .-it nil to see their own team play? There 
you have two hot topics which we recommend to the secretary of the Intor- 
Univcralty Debating League when they go to see the Qucen's-Varslty football 
game at ihelr annual meeing in Toro-nto on Saturday. 

It l8 quite clear that it would lake more than these two columns of 
■pace to thresh out the question, nor Is the writer sure that he could ihreih 
It out given pages at hls disposal. Columns and culumns have been devoted to 
practically tho samo. subject -In the AmcrlciiVcoilcge press— two exantples of 
which appear In this Issue. Tho Vermont Cynle Is doubtfiiljwheiher tho pro- 
a.!nt emphasis on colle(?o football Is justified and thé' Diirtmdu»h openly de- 
clares that Intercollegiate sport has descended to ilie level of professionalism. 
From all that can bo learned from the mass of evidence, college sport Is having 
a bad fit In Canada .and the United States. Tho Princeton-Harvard biawl and 
the riot In the press over some of the Queen's players this season Is but u bad 
odor rising from th decay within. 

The. Journal mentions the possibllUy oi: collogua' centering their inten- 
tion o-n Inter-class and inter-faculty Kainrs, which inc-iria the abandonment of 
intercollegiate .sport. A good laxative in I hi- way m' more stringent regula- 
tions In the Intercollcglato Union might clear tlie complexion of college sport 
in Canada. 

Certain It is that Intercollegiate sport and particularly college football Is 
losing that schoolboy compclxlon.

Queen's students aro aroused con- 
siderably by the fact that they will sec 
no ther of tho two games In the play- 
off for the bhree-corncred lie as the 
following editorial in the JOURNAI* 
will show. 

Students at Queen's are not taking 
kindly to the arrangements for the 
playoff of the InterooHe«iato tie.

Supplies, and de 
mended redi-ess. Not only was the 
numtber of tickets insufficient, but the 
price wan advanced — and the game an 
Inlercolleigiate edheduled fixture. Such 
action can )>e construed as nothing 
short of a hold up. Again— students 
go'ng to purchase tickets in llie grand 
stand two weeks prior to the Varsity 
game were told ttiey could not pur 
eliase auoh tloketa unless they also 
took tickets to the Old Boy'a game. A 
truly remarkable etato of affars!

Yet, if wo consider the experience j 
of the present football rally neayon. 
this has been attempted. For it Is dif- 
ficult to r&xch any decision other than 
that neither the College nor the foot- 
ball team really have wanted milles. 

The football team's attitude may 
well bf considered first. Its »ctlvitio« 
are the raison d'oî>re for the ralllea. 
Tltroueh the courtesy of Coach Crow- 
ley, the team attended th« affair be- 
fore the Ohio game. On the day of the 
raJIy. though, tho players, thom9eIv..^s, 
were doubtful. They did no-, think they 
would be present. A black-board laik 
.T-nd ani early bed-hour are by many 
considered better pre^paration for a 
strenuous game. Before the Cornel] 
feame, ii waji felt that this plan wouild 
be better. When plans were susRestod 
fcr a Ptnn rally to 1m; held at noon on 
'.•le Ilbrarj- steps, ii was decided that 
the leiim could not attend. 

Perhaps, tbouffh tho collciçe is anx- 
ious to have nillles. Pe^-ha.ps tihe 
undergraduate bo'ly is desirous of the 
opportunity to express its exuberance. 
Wiat has been the collegie's altlfude? 

The Ohio rally, when the Collège 
fell tha: a Columbia vlctoty wa.s 
uo.ssible, probable, v.i.s well-attended. 
J'or the «'ornell rally, when the Col- 
lene fell that a victory was improb- 
able. Impossible, only a meagre group 
turned out. The College, we are to 
infer, v.il! clieer a team which It ex- 
pectr^ to win, but will neglect a team 
which it iiruiKlncs Ls about to lose. 
Spectator drops uissez-faire attitude, 
when it comes to this. We refuse to 
believe that the college leaders 
should announce rallies only when 
the team is ftbout to win. If the Col- 
Wiin lias this attitude toward rallies, 
It is best to drop such affairs entire- 
ly- 

We have another, and more per- 
sonal point, to make in this regard. 
If the College is interested in rallies, 
a simple announcement will be suf- 
ficient publicity. A few signs about 
the Campus, and a sufficient numbor 
ot front page stories in this paper to 
make certain that each Individual 
knows the limo and place, are 
enough. No bally-booing is necessary. 
Further publicity can show no re- 
sults. 

But it has. Before the succesful 
Ohio rally, this paper carried forty 
five inches of front page space and 
three main stories. Before the Cor 
nell flop, there were only twenty- 
four inches of space, and two fairly 
prominent headlines. For both rul 
lies there wore announcements on all 
of the bulletin boards, and in the 
dormitories. Spectator can only point 
with disgust to the success of Its 
own publicity. 

Surely a Collogc which only at. 
tends these rallies, when It feels that 
It is backing a wlrinlng teajn or when 
it is dragged from Its rooms by 
newspaper over-publicity, or by the 
physical force of a "Going Throu^ji)

Bui the re- 
pwil of tile Stump Act (;realed a pre- 
cedent for ablation .against CliiU- 
hiun's duties, i-latred grvw — and this 
was the cause of all the detrlmcntiil 
influence of tho revolution, from the 
effects of which wc still suffer. When 
the dlBsafeotion spread to the whole 
con linen I and the porls were opened 
to Eui'oi>can ships, Britain lost lier 
last chance of an (mnicabltf Settlement, 
and when the treaty .with France was 
made, the evil was done, which has 
hud such great if feci ever alter. 

Tho dSBCustflon which followed was 
lively, aln^ost ' becoming acrimonious 
at IliiiCH. Professor Aduir staled aa Ills 
opinion that, it wa^s the republican in 
blilijtioiiH ol the Slalt-.'^ ih.-jl .ilira.ci.

nothing In this regard except to draw 
up a demand, begging of the British 
Parliament our autonomy in this re- 
g.ird. Tho demand will be passed on 
to the provincial p.-irliamcnts before It 
la .sent to the Mother Country and the 
sending of It to England is conditional 
only on the majority of the provinces 
sending a similar request. The demand 
is that two clauses should bo added to 
the con.stitutlon, permitting Canada 
to .amend her own constitution in the 
same way as Australia and South 
Africa. Tho second clause of the 
amendment would be that the appeal 
to tho Privy Council should be abolish- 
ed. At present, of course, wo have ap- 
peal by grace only. The appeal by 
statute WHS abolished quite a time ago. 
Now one cannot by . right appeal a 
judgment once made by the Supremo 
Court, according to the Supremo Court 
Act. We can, however, still appeal by 
grace, according to the King's Prero- 
gative. The object of the clause would 
be tv do awajr with this appeal by 
grace so that it would be unconstltu- 
tional to appeal in any way to the 
Privy Council. 

"The bill will bo dlscuBsed on its own 
merits in the house, and then referred 
to the provinces. If a sufficient num- 
ber of these are in favor of the amend- 
ment, it will be sent to the British 
House of Commons." 

This startling move on the part of 
our Prime Minister jnay create a crl 
sis in the country. The outcome of 
the debate will be looked forwiird to 
with the greatest of eagerness by the 
nation at larg^, and In certain quar 
ters it is oven rumored that the gov 
ernment will be deftiatod on the mea 
sure. Tills rumor, however, cannot be 
taken us an Index to popular opinion.

They are some- 
times regarded ns a waste of time, 
li^very moment must be filled up with 
solid point-winning argumenL The 
two teams line up opposite each other 
on the platform. For an hour and a 
half tho speakers rise one after the 
other and fire off set speeches, caro- 
tulij^ljeiirnt by -heart. Each team fol- 
low's Its own lino or argument and ig- 
imrcs with delightful nonchalance the 
points brought forward by the opposi- 
tion. Only at the end, when the afflr- 
,'ni'ntive side have a short "rebuttal" 
speech, or summing up, is there much 
attempt to refute the argument 
brought forward by the other side. 

"The amount of prep.iration given 
to ihc speeches is almost Incredible. 
For months the debaters atudy the 
subject They cast and recast their 
speeches, fivery sentence must be 
jiregnani with argument. Every un- 
ncces.sary word must be expunged. 
Finally the speeches are learnt by 
heart .and carefully rehearsed.

Mr. May i« slightly deprecatory con 
corning Canadian edticatlon in e«>n 
oral. Of It he writes:
